No. 156-rrC(PN)/73.—The terms and conditions governing the issuance of import 
licences under the Italian Supplier’s Credit—(eilective from the 1st September, 
1973)—as given In the Appendix to this Public Notice are notified for information. 

APPENDIX 

Conditions for Licensing imports under the Italian Suppliers' Credit—Effective from 

the 1st September, 1973 

Introduction 

1. Imports under the Italian Suppliers’ Credit financing arrangement are neces¬ 
sarily on deferred terms of payment spread over a minimum period of ten years 
No contract envisaging payment over a lesser period will he considered as a valid 
contract under this Credit. No remittance or opening of a Letter of Credit is 
permitted except in accordance with the provisions of paragraphs 23 and 24 below. 
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Impokt Licence 

2. The Import Licence will be issued on C.LE-/C.&F. busis with Initial validity 
of four months for contracting and twelve months for completing shipments. 

3. Each Import Licence will bear a superscription— 

“ITALIAN SUPPLIERS' CREDIT ’. The two suffixes in the licence Code 
classification number will be “D/IE”. 

4. Within a fortnight of the receipt of the import licence, the Importer should 
intimate to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic AlTairs (W.E. Ill 
Branch) the fact of receipt of the import licence indicating the number, date and 
value of the import licence and likely date by which the contract documents would 
be furnished. 

.5. The condition regarding contracting will not be deemed to have been com¬ 
plied with unless complete contract documents, as provided in paragraph 20 below, 
are turnished within the stipulated period of four months. 

6. Where this stipulation is not complied within four months, the import licence 
will be deemed to have become invalid. The import licence may, however, he 
revalidated on an application by the party, along with the licence in original to 
the licensing authority giving reasons for not complying with the requirement in 
time. A ropy of this application will also be forwarded simultaneously to the 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Eeonomic Affair.s (W.E. Ill Branch), New Delhi 
for information, 

7. The request for rcvalidation would be considered by the licensing authority, 
on merits, in consultation with the Department of Economic Adairs, and if accept¬ 
ed, the lic'ence will be revalidated for contracting for a further period not exceed¬ 
ing three months. 

8. For revalidation of import licence for completion of shipments, due regard 
will be given to the delivery .schedule Indicated in the contract,and the subsequent 
amendments thereto a.s per proepdure indicated in paragraph 18(iv) below. A strict 
view will, however, be taken in cases where the revalidation sought for a period 
beyond three (3) months from the date of release of foreign exchange for rcinittin 
the second down payment. 

Note. —Only the two down payments aggregating to 8—10 per cent of the c' 
tract value and the principal Instalments of the deferred portion of the contr/'■ 
value will be debitahlc to the Exchange Control Copy of the Import Licence. Ti 
interest accrued on the instalments and payable by the Importers will not hi 
dehitable to the Exchange Control Copy, 

Contracting 

9. A contract will normally comprise an agreement signed by both the parties 
viz. the Indian importer and the Italian Supplier or it may comprise the order 
placed by the Indian importer and the acceptance/confirmation thereof In equivocal 
terms by the Italian Supplier. 

10. A contract comprising a series of correspondence between the two parties 
frequently amending/revising the various provisions will not normally be accept¬ 
ed. In -such cases, it is advisable to prepare a final document Including therein the 
terms agreed to by both the parlies and signed as such. 

General Terms op Contract 

11. The contract should be placed on C.I.F, or C & P. basis: The value should 
be expressed in Italian currency. 

12. If any commission is to be paid to the Indian agent of thf Italian Supplier, 
It will be shown separately from the value of the contract. The Indian Agents' 
Commission will be paid in Indian rupees by the importers but will he set against 
the total value of the Import Licence 

LI. The value should be reckoned at the Central rate of one Italian TJro= 
Rs. 0.013. The above rote of exchange Js, however, subject to revision. 

Value Limits op Contracts 

14. The value of each Individual contract should not be below Rupees Sixty-five 
thousand (65,000/-). 
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Origin of Goods 

15. The goods should be of Ilalian origin. A stipulation as to the origin of 
goods should be Incorporated in the contract. 

Payment Terms 

16. The following payment terms are eligible under this financing arrange¬ 
ments : — 

(a) Payment of three (.1)' to five (51 percent of the C.T.F./C.&F. value (ex¬ 

cluding Indian Agents Commission, if any) on order becoming elective; 

(b) Payment of fii)e(5) per cent on completion of sbipment; 

(c) The balance, namely ninety (90) to ninety two (92) percent spread over 

in equal instalments, annual or half yearly, over a period of ten (10) 
years—first Instalment commencing one .year after the completion of 
shipment in the' case of annual instalments and six months after the 
completion of shipment in the case of half .yearly instalments. 

(d) The rate of interest on outstanding balanecs of principal, including credit 

insurance charges, if any, should not exceed six (G) per cent per annum. 

The condition.s indicated at (a), (b). (c) and (d) above should Invariably he in- 
corporaied in the contract., 

17. A Bank Guarantee from a first class bank may have io he furnished by the 
Indian importer to the sati.sfaction of the Italian Supplier in re.specl of the deferred 
payment portion of the value of the contract. 

Other Conditions 


IH. To make a contract eligible for financing under the Italian Suppliers Credit, 
the following provisions, apart from the conditions stipulated above as also any 
others considered necessary by the contracting parties, .should also be incorporated 
in the contract— 

(a) the two contracting parties agree that the contract is subject to the 
approval of both the Indian and Ilalian authorities for financing under 
the Italian Suppliers’ Credit. 

(U) the prices indicated herein are firm (or the duration of the contract; 

(iii) A schedule Indicating the instalments under the deferred payment portion 

of the contract value as per the format indicated In Annexure I has 
been prepared and attached to the contract. (Only the amount of the 
principal instalments will be debitable to the Exchange-Control Copy 
of the Import licence). 

(iv) The contract .should normally have no provision for financing Erection or 

engagement/deputation of technicians. In ca.se it is inevitable, neces¬ 
sary clearances, from th^ competent authorities should be obtained 
before enlerlnq into a contract and the contract should be .supported by 
cerlified/photnstat coph’s of such clearances. 

(v) The delivery schedule will be indicated in the contract clearly. Any 
change in the delii'cry schedule will be promptly reported to the Miii- 
islrv r£ Finance, Department of Economic Affairs (W.E. ITi Branch) 
■with suitable fcxplaiialion for (he change. 

Customary Guarantee 

19 . The importer may arrange ancr-provtde for in the agreement (5uslomary 
Guarantee(s) which wdll be necessary for safeguarding his interest. 


Submission or Contract 


20 Within a month of the conclusion of the contract, the irnixirter should send 
a letter accompanied by the fnllowinv documents to the Ministry of Finance De¬ 
partment of Economic Affairs (W.E. Ill Branch). North Block, Central Secretariat

21. If the eontrRct is complete, the documents etc. are In order and the Import 
licence is valid for contracting, the same wRl be notiiled by the Department qf 
Economic Affairs to the Italian authorities tb.'^ough Ernbassy of India, Romo. 

22. The contract wili bo deemed to have become eilective only when the Depart- 
ment of Economic Affairs after receiving the approval of the Italian authorities, 
lias issued a letter to that effect. 

Payments to Suppliers 

23. The first ll-.l percent down payment will be authorised simultaneously with 
the is.sue of the letter making the contract effective. 

24. For the second down payment of .1 percent, the importers will approach the 
Department ot Economic Affairs a month or in advance of the date of shipment. 
In any case, the gap between the release of the second down payment and the date 
of shipment should not exceed three months. 

Submission of Report 

25. A monthly report, as in Annexure III showing the utilisation status of the 
licence should be furnished to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic 
Affairs, North Block, Hew Delhi—One copy addressed to F.E.P, Branch and another 
to W.E. Ill Branch. 


Miscellaneous 

28. The Government of India will not undertake any responsibility for dispute. 
If any, which may arise, between the Indian Importer and the Italian Suppliers, 

27. The Indian importer shall promptly comply with any direction, instructions, 
or orders Issued by Government from time to time regarding any and all matters 
arising or pertaining to the Import Ucenco. 

28. Any breach or violation of any of the conditions prescribed herein wlU result 
In appropriate action under the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947, and orders 
Issued, thereunder.
